Many plantation ownera 
turned thelr farmland lnto dollars a: d are de/oting thelr efforte to «°ra^ 
promialng flelda. They are dralnln^ the pocUetbooka of tha aoldlera who

HuntsviIle hat been rockcd by a fever, ever 8ince rocketry and 
proaperlty entered thia town nnar the northern boundary of the Southern • w 
S^te of Alabama. Daily,aometlmes every hour, a thunderoua roarlng emanatea 
from the aouthweatern part of the city. Out of caacadea of yellow flaaea and 
darkbrown srooke', elender projectiles emarye lnto the alr and turn toward 
the aouth againat the uaually cloulieaa sky. Vapor tralla are flued to the 
flrmament, but only attract the attention of strangera. 

Qulte often, emergency cara of the pollce, followed by ambulancea, 
stop the hectlc clty trafflc wlth alrena and blue lights..Behlnd the gatea of 
the Huntaville Hoapltal, the cauterlzed and ecorched dlaappear. The reeidente 
of Huntaville are uaed to auch incldenta. Risk la part^of thelr bualneaa and 
the motto "time la money" atops then from apending too much of thelr time on 
the human problema of American rocketry. Occaslonally, they check wlth thelr 
moat lntloate circle of frienda whetber the tank exploalon or the unaucceaaful 
launch haa left any bacanclee ln the uaual party crowd so that other arraagemen 

can be oade in time. 



Much has changed in Huntaville, also the name of tha hill north of tha 
Monte Sano, which non baara the - quite unfamilia.r to thi» ragion - 

of Sauerkraut Hill. A aubdiviaion of comfortable homes aurrounda thia area. 

In one of the luxurioua manaiona a baron residea. Tha houae ia aurroundad by 
clitabins roae buahea which ara laborioualy taken care of by domeatio 
gardenera. The baron conaidera hinseif the uncrowned ruler not only of tha 
Sauerkraut Hill, but of an evan greater empire; hacau.a with hin an unprecedented 
businaaa upsving antered tha renote rural community. Nevertheleaa, ha alwaya 
drivea hie Chryaler himself. Each year a new nodal. It ia not far to hia place 
of work, juat a few milea.
